STATE COLLEGE. Pa., May 17.— 


Nests of the eastern tent caterpillars 
—white filmy cotton-like material 
—are now appearing in the crotches 
of many shade trees and bushes, E. 
A Richmond, extension entomology 
specialist at the Pennsylvania Stale 
College, said today. Early spraying 
with acid lead arsenate at the rate 
of 3 to 5 pounds per 100 gallons of 
water, is recommended as the most 
effective means of their control.
